I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  W.  Turner  for  the  following 
information  upon  the  .sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  :  — 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  mains  supplies  of  water  have  been  satisfactory.  In  five 
cases  where  sampling  was  carried  out,  well  water  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 

In  all  villages  without  mains  supply  there  have  been 
shortages,  in  particular  in  the  villages  of  Church  Eangton,  East 
Eangton,  Stonton  Wyville,  Shangton,  Saddington,  Husbands 
Bosworth  and  Mowsley,  and  in  these  villages  some  93,000  gallons 
of  water  were  carted  and  distributed  by  this  authority’s  vehicles 
and  workmen,  with  a  further  27,000  gallons  delivered  to  farmers’ 
tanks. 

Samples  of  mains  supplies  of  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis  bv  the  suppliers  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.
